APIA versus Pan Hellenic, or Prague versus

sus Gladesville, 350 spectators...

A genuine, sincere yet struggling 
district club? Advocating not only an “ethnic 
names” policy but openly admitting that their 
livelihood depends on it? 


REALISM 


‘One should be shocked. But one is not. In fact, 
one feels like applauding Manly for their honesty 
and realism. 

Mind you, Manly aren’t alone in this: the NSW 
Federation, at least in recent years, has never pur- 
sued a policy of de-ethnicising club names. 

They know perfectly well from where their bread 
and butter is coming from; they refuse to 
genuflect to a disinterested, probably non- 
existent majority. is 

But the PSL isa different story. There, for the 
time being anyway, the pretense goes on. 

There they really believe — or appear to believe 
— that it’s the unacceptable names which keep 
the tens of thousands of Aussie fans from 
breaking down the gates and packing our 
stadiums. 

How awlully sad it is. Smart, educated men 
rpg not what they see but what they would like 
16 see. 

Top executives, business tycoons, leaders of 
our success-oriented society kow-towing to what 
they feel is press and public pressure and closing 
their eyes to reality. 

Recently one such distinguished leader tried to 
convince me of the correctness of this policy. 

“tt will take time,” he said, ‘and may not even 
happen in our litetime. But it will happen.” 

Well, t've got news for him: | am mainly in- 
terested in my own lifetime, selfish as it sounds. 
With any other lifetime, | take my chances. 

I'mnot unduly worried about the fate of 
Australian soccer in 2115; let that be somebody 
else's problems. 

t would like to see a re-creation of the boom of 
the 1960s now and not in half a century from now 
by which time soccer may be played by computers 
unless we manage to completely destroy the 
globe with one big bang. 

The responsibility of any soccer leadership is to 
cater for the present needs and, based on that, 
plan ahead, 

But to be told that the present doesn't matter is 
simply idiotic: in any decent South American 
country such an Establishment would be swept 
from office and shot, with the jury bringing in a not 
guilty verdict. 

Don't get me wrong: | am not advocating that in 
the PSL we should bring back all the old ethnic 
names. 

What | do say is that it should be left to the 
clubs and nobody else. 

i the clubs want an APIA, Hellas or Hakoah, so 
be jt. It’s their club, their investment and their risk. 
But it's wrong and almost dishonest for kibit- 
zers who stand to lose nothing, to decide these 

issues. 


WHY BOTHER? 


I know, | know, ! know: the old argument is 
“what will the Australian public say?” 

Also: how will the metropolitan newspapers, TV 
and radio react to ethnic names? 
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The Australian public doesn't care one iota, one 
way or another. 

It it did, our Parramattas, Auburns, Manlys and 
others wouldn't be playing in front of empty 
terraces, With their “pure” district names, to boot. 

Well, then, perhaps the Press? 

The metropolitan newspapers usually do preach 
against ethnic names — but their power of getting 
crowds to soccer are close to zero. 

Don't forget: these are daily newspapers where 
soccer plays a very minor part. So minor that often 
they can do without it. 

If they can influence people in their habits, why 
do we have a couple of hundred spectators at so 
many State League matches? 

Surely, with a combined circulation of over 
1,000,000 they could produce more than perhaps 
8,000 spectators at State League games — of 
which some 6,000 watch the big “ethnic clubs” 
anyway. 

And if they can't produce more crowd support 
— does it matter whether they like ethnic names 
ornot? 

Does soccer have to try to win the approval of a 
Press and TV and public at large which don’t really 
give adamn about it? 


FREE CHOICE 


The ludicrous situation is that we now have a 
Leichhardt Strikers — supported almost ex- 
clusively by Italians — a South Melbourne Gun- 
ners — followed exclusively by Greeks — a Faot- 
scray Rams — loved only by a handful of 
Yugoslavs — and soon. 

The PSL knows this; Arthur George knows this 
and the Press knows it, too. 

We would make their life more bearable if they 
were allowed to go under the name of APIA and 
Hellas and JUST — but that's a no-no: Let them 
suffer. 

And suffer they will because they are forced to 
tell their own ethnic supporters that they are not 
supposed to be ethnic at all... 

Not until the ASF proves to me will | believe that 
they are infallible in this matter; for every 
argument 10 counter-arguments can be advanced.

How and where

Often we hear the proud claim that Australia has 
some 450,000 juniors playing soccer. What we 
don't know is how many of them are soccer 
players? Or, more seriously, how many will stay in 
the game and reach an acceptable standard? But 
we are not alone in this boat: other countries also 
worry about the decreasing appeal of soccer to 
youngsters. In the USA, for example, they are 
dividing soccer into a competitive and a 
recreational activity: one for real, the other one 
for fun. West Germany is following the same pat-
